The South Dakota Arts Council is celebrating its 40th Anniversary this fiscal year. It is a pleasure to submit 
the FY 2006 South Dakota Arts Council Annual Report to the Governor and Legislature. The State Arts 
Councils FY 2006 co-sponsored activities reached an audience of 2.5 million people, with 18,325 artists 
participating in 8,053 separate events. The 530 grants awarded were supported with funds from the State 
of South Dakota and the National Endowment for the Arts, a federal agency. Fiscal Year 2006 grant funds 
of $977,000 generated $12 million in local cash matching funds. These statistics demonstrate that South 
Dakotans enjoy participating in the arts. 

The mission of the South Dakota Arts Council, a state agency within the Department of Tourism and State 
Development, is to make quality arts programs accessible throughout the state. We accomplish our mission 
by providing funding, services and information to artists, arts organizations, other non-profit groups, schools 
and the public. The State Arts Council strives to ensure access to the arts and educational arts opportunities 
as part of life-long learning in South Dakota. 

As you browse through this annual report, we are confident that you will discover the diverse impact South 
Dakota Arts Council support has on our state s quality of life and education for both young people and adults.
